Officials in Washington Believe That Forty-eight Hours Will Bring 
Clear Understanding of What Immediate Future Has in Store. 
Arra ents Are Being Made tc Carry Americans and Others 
From Mexico City to the United States.

WASHINGTON, June 20—The issue of war or peace with Mexi- 

co hing in the balance tonight, awaiting General Carranza s decision 
as to the course he will pursue. Officials here believed that 48 hours 
might bring a clear understanding of what the immediate future has 
in store, i ; 

A note, signed by Secretary of State Lansing, conveying Presi- 
dent Wilson’s rejection of the demand for withdrawal of the United 
States soldiers from Mexico, accompanied by a specific warning that 
an attack on the troops ‘‘will lead to the gravest consequences, — was 
telegraphed to Mexico City today by Eliseo Arredondo, Mexican am- 
bassador-designate, In plain. terms it accuses General Carranza of 
having brought matters to the verge of war by open hostility toward 
the United States and failure to safeguard even the lives of Ameri- 
cans in Mexico or on the border from the lawless elements among his 
countrymen. 

In sternest terms, the note repudiates and resents imputations of 
bad faith and ulterior motives brought against the Washington go- 
vernment in the Mexican communication to which it is a reply, Gen- 
eral Carranza is informed in so many words that protection of its own 
borders is the only object sought by the United States; and is told that 
that object will be pursued, whatever the consequences may be, 

Special agent Rodgers at Mexico City reported during the day 
that he had arranged for a refugee train to carry Americans and other 
foreigners from! Mexico City to Vera Cruz. He expects to see it off 
tomorrow, but will remain at his post himself, nnless a declaration of 
war or a deliberate act of war by the de facto government should 
make it necessary for him to leave, 

While the United States awaits Carranza’s next move, steps to 
make the border secure against whatever may come are going steadily 
ahead. Mobilization of the national guardsmen is proceeding expe- 
ditiously in all States, and plans for sending some of them southward 
in response to a request from General Funston are under way, See- 
retary Lansing today described the policy of the government as being 
founded only on a resolve to protect the border, That polgey has not 
been changed, he said, and no military step that has been taken has 
any other object. Carranza was officially informed of this in the note 
which went forward today.

AMILY HAVE 
NARROW ESCAPE 


Row of Buildings Opposite Pen- 
dennis Destroyed in Early 
Morning Fire 


Fire, starting from an unknown 
cause, in the rear of the second hand 
store owned by Wm. Webster on Jas- 
per avenue, just east of Namayo des- 
troyed the row of frame buildings, be- 
tween the Edmonton Rooming House 
and the Bible Society offices, at an 
early hour this morning. 

Only the timely appearance of BE, F 
Lively, who rooms at the Pendennis 
Hotel, and was returning to his room, 
averted a terrible tragedy, for Mr, and 
Mra, Webster and their eight young 
children were sleeping in the front up- 
stair rooms of the building where the 
five started. Mr. Lively kicked in the 
front door and awakened the sleeping 
cecupants of the rooms. Scantily at- 
tired, they rushed into the street with- 
out being able to save any of their per- 
sonal effects, 

The alarm was turned in’ by Mr. 
Williams, the night porter of the Pen- 
dennis Hotel, at 2:30, and before the 
arrival of the fire apparatus the frame 
building was a mass of flames. The 
fire spread to the unoccupied bullding 
west of the Webster secondhand store, 
and thence to the City Auction Rooms. 
It. spread so rapidly that it was im- 
possible to save any of the contents 
of this building. 

The police department made a 
thorough search of the Edmonton 
Rooming House and awakened all of 
the occupants, when that building was 
aparent in danger. 

The fire was brought under control 
shortly afler three a.m. The water 
pressure was weak for some minutes 
and handicapped the firemen.

Conservative Federal Members 
Thronged Province to Defeat : 


Murray Government 
ed

HALIFAX, June 20—The return of 
the Liberal governmeyt by an Increas- 
ed majority in Nova Scotia, after 35 
years already of power, is a warm 
tribute to the Hon, G. H. Murray, who 
for twenty years has been premier, 
succeeding Hon, W. 8. Fielding when 
he became minister of finance in the 
Laurier administration, Mr, Murray 
has given an administration which has 
had an unimpeachable record, and not 
even the strongest Conservative has 
said a word against the honesty of his 
government. 

The defeat of the Conservatives is a 
heavy blow to Premier Borden, who 
had sent many of his ablest lieuten- 
ants into the province, converting the 
contest largely into a federal fight. 
For the Conservatives there were en- 
gaged in the campaign W. H. Bennett, 
M.P, of East Simcoe; Hugh Clark, of 
North Bruce; H. P. Morphy, of North 
Perth; O. J. Wilcox, of North Essex; 
Senator ope, and uw host of lesser 
lights, Federal patronage was used 
for all it was worth, and in Halifax 
recently many thousands of dollars 
have been spent by the Federal goy- 
ernment, But here in the Premier 
Borden's home _ constituency three 
Liberals and only one Conservative 
were returned. The Conservative, 
Hector McInnis, is a very strong man 
personally, and had there been any 
other instead of him as opposition 
candidate there is little probability 
that even one would have secured a 
seat in this riding. 

A feature of the campaign was the 
Kyte charges in the Dominion House, 
and Mr, Kyte, who is a Nova Scotia 
Federal member, took part in the cam- 
paign. That the people of this pro- 
vince have sustained his action is ap- 
parent from the strong approval which 
the Liberal government has secured,

PARIS, June 20.—The recent Rus-| 


sian successes have afforded great re- 
lief to the French people, for it has 
taken their attention away from the 
slaughter at Verdun, The French are 
encouraged, because the activity of the 
Tussians has shown that the allies are 
ready and that the heroic resistance 
by the French has given the other al- 
lied armies time to make ready for-n 
offensive, 

The French, being ready first, greac- 
ly served the allied cause by holding 
the Germans in check until the British 
and the Russians got ready, The 
British claims that they’ were ready 
during the Verdun battle are probably 
true, but the chances of success froin 
# premature offensive have grown 
smaller, The French have filled the 
breach and kept the main German ree 
eerves busy at the western front, At 
last the allied plan of operations is in 
full swing.

Generally Reported To Be

LONDON, June 20—The Ruasians, 
continuing thelr advance against the 


Austrians through -Bukowina, have 
crossed the Sereth River southwest of 
Czernowitz and occupied the towns of 
Zadova, Stroginetz and Gliboka, The 
Austrians in this region, their, army 
cut in two, are deelared by Petrograd 
to be in disorderly PFetreat, with Rus- 
sinne energetically pursuing them to- 
ward the Carpathian mountains, 

The element of udcertinty as to the 
situation between thé Pripet River and 
the Galician frontie® hus arisen owing 
to the Aalvergent reports of the Rus- 
tian and Gerinan war ortfices, both of 
which claim successeép for their armies, 
Nortneast of Kiselin’ which lies be- 
tween Lutsk and Viadimir-Volynski, 
Petrograd says an Austrian attack, 
supported by Germans, was repulsed, 
while Berlin asserts that the Teutonic 
allies were victorious and are fighting 
their way forward ugainst the Rus- 
sian. 

Th»: Russians also claim a defeat of 
the Teutonic allies southeast of Lo- 
katchi, which lies south of Kiselin, 
while Berlin declares that between the 
Kovel-Lutsk Ratiroad and the Turia 
River the Teutons have broken down 


the Russian resistance or repulsed 
their attacks, 
In Galicia, in the region cof Buc- 


zacz, Austrians and Germuans are still 
desperately resisting the Russian at- 
tempts to press forward toward Lem- 


berg. 
British Report. 

LONDON, June 20—The British of- 
ficial communication issued this even- 
ing says: 

“The principal feature of the last 24 
hours has been mining activity, com- 
bined with some bambardments by 
both sides. In the Loos sector we ex- 
ploded two and the enemy one mine. 
Our mines are believed to have been 
fired with good effect against a hostile 
gallery, where work was in progress 
at the time. The hostile mine de- 
stroyed.a short len if our trenches, 
but we have occupied the crater. Last 
night in the same ‘sector our troops 
surprised and bombed a large hostile 
working party, inflicting numerous 
casualties, There has also been some 
artillery and trench mortar activity 
about Angres and Vimy, Otherwise 
the day passed quietly.” 

French Report, 

PARIS, June 20—The war 
communication issued this 
says: 

“There has-been no important event 
worthy of mention on the entire front, 
with the exception of rather lively 
artillery fighting in the region south 
of Fort Vaux."

But, in spite of 
the violence of the Austro-German 
counter attacks, one of which broke 
through the Russian lines, the latest 
reports are to the effect that the Rus- 
sians have again resumed progress in 
this sector, after taking the usual toll 
of prisoners, On the southern flank 
the Austrians have been unable to 
check, even momentarily, the Russian 
advance toward Kolomea and toward 
the final Dniester fortification of 
Halicz. 

General Pflanzer, the Austrian com- 
mander, is reported to be tn precipi- 
tate flight, one part along the Rou- 
manian frontier and the other into the 
Carpathians, 

Turning from Czernowitz, General 
Letchitsky’s forces are pressing their 
flank attack further north, and have 
reached a point on the Zlota Lipa some 
miles to the northwest of Czernowiltz. 

The separate Russian movements 
gre showing strongly centralized ten- 
dencies, There are three converging 
lines of advance, the common objec- 
tive of which -. Lemberg. The first 
of these lines is approaching Vladimlr- 
Volnyski, the second Brody, the third 
Halicz,

HALIFAX, June 20-—The Liberals 
were returned to power in the Nova 
Scotia legislature today. The party of 
Hon. G. H. Murray, who himself has 
held the premiership for twenty years, 
was again given the reins of govern- 
ment with an increased representation, 
and now start upon” the thirty-fifth 
year of thelr administration. Thirty- 
one Liberals and twelve Conservatives 
were elected from the forty-three con- 
stituencies in the province, 

Hon, C, BE. Tanner (Pictou), leader 
of the Conservative opposition, was 
defeated, the Liberals securing all 
three seats in that county. In the 
last house, which was made up of thir- 
ty-eight members, there were twenty- 
five Liberals, 


Big TAberal Majoritics. 


Premier Murray and all the mem- 
bers of his government were re-elect- 
ed, the Liberal majorities in some 
instances being comparatively high.

RICE ST. MARKET ENDORSED 


Burgesses Approve of Issue of Short Term Debentures For $2,719,000 
Against Arrears of Taxes in 1914 and 1915 — Two to One 
For Building on Rice Street Market. 


By a majority on votes of something 
like three to one, the burgesses decid- 
ed yesterday in favor of the city ob- 
taining the sum of $2,719,000 by the 
issue of a short term debentures on 
the security of arrears of taxes for thi 
years 1914-15, thus endorsing the 
policy of Mayor Henry and the city 
council, who are confident that the is- 
suing of these debentures will see the 
city’s finances safe for another year at 
least. They also promise that, if the 
citizens come up to seratch well in 
paying this year's taxes, the city will 
be in excellent shape, and all danger 
of defaulting will be removed, 

Vote Was Small One, 

Yesterday's poll was a small one so 
far as numbers go, as a total of 4,282 
votes were polled in favor of the two 
bylaws against 1,297, giving a total 
poll of 5,579. In all 65 ballots were 
rejected at the eleven polls, The total 
looks,small against the last poll taken 
in November on the hydro-electric 
question, when 13,189 votes were cast, 
Yesterday's voting was done on the 
1915 burgess roll, which gives a total 
of 23,328 burgesses. On the bylaws 
there was plural voting.

48 against, Putting the two together 
things worked out about even, votes 
being 180 for and 1 rainst. 

City Clerk Cox, who acted as return- 
ing officer, withanable staff of assist- 
ants, carried out all details expediti- 
ously and without a hiteh, and soon 
after the booths closed at 6 p.m., the 
returns began to arrive at the central 
office at the Civie Block, the final re- 
sult being known about 8.45 p.m. 

The polls were open for voting from 
9 a.m, to 6 p.m., and it should be noted 
that many citizens objected to the 
early hour of closing the poll, protest-

WITH NO SURRENDER 


Describes Havoc Which Was 
Played By the German 
Artillery

OTTAWA, June 20—Bridgier-Gen, 
W. B. Morrison has sent an interesting 
letter to Mrs, Morrison of doings on 
the Canadian front up to June 6. It 
is in part as follows: 

“We have had some rather heavy 
fighting on the Canadian front, but the 
brunt of it did not fall on our division. 
My old friend, General Mercer, whose 
brigade I supported at the second bat- 

| tle of Ypres, and General Vic Williams, 
fire missing and supposed to be cap- 
tured, 

“They were inspecting the front 
| Une of trenches when the heavy bom- 
' bardment commenced, and the last one 

who saw them was a wounded man, 
who reports that General Mercer had 
| apparently been hit by a sand bag 
, blown off the parapet, and was stone 
| deaf and in a dazed condition, while 
| Victor Williams was slightly cut about 
) the face, They went into a dugout for 
shelter from the shell fire, and that is 
the last heard of them, The enemy's 
infantry attacked over the front as 
soon as the bombardment ceased, 
Fought to the Last. 

“Young Cottén and Matthews, of Ot- 
towa, are also missing. Cotton was in 
charge of two guns that were used 
for enfilading a distant portion of the 
enemy's line and was dug in close up 
to front. As his duty was to fire 
parallel to the front, his guns were in 
emplacements that faced down the 
line. Consequently his ordera were 
that in case of an attack opposite to 
him, he was to disable the guns and 
retire with his men, Instead of doing 
this, when the Germans charged he 
ran his two guns out of the emplace- 
ments into the open, facing the front, 
and fought to the very last. Neither 
he nor any of his men have been heard 
of since, 

“Colonel Buller, who you will re- 
member as one of the aids at Govern- 
ment House, was umong the killed. 
Be wee in pammgend of the Princess 

atricias, and the regiment 
sMendaid stand. ‘They Riera Toreod Becke 
a short distance, but Buller called on 
them to charge along a sunken road 
or communication trench, They fol- 
lowed him with such a rdsh that he 
found himself in their way, and sprang 
up on the bank alongside, He was 
running forward cheering them on 
when he was shot through the heart. 

“Our infantry fought splendidly. 
Nearly all the battalion commanders 
were killed or wounded in the first 
assault. 

Terrible Battle All Through. 

“It was a terrible battle from the 
commencement. The enemy had 
massed a large amount of heavy artil- 
lery, and simply blew the trenches 
away, and put the support batteries 
out of busigess before they assaulted. 
The division was supported by im- 
perial artillery, The artillery bom- 
hardment is said to have been the 
worst ever, During the night follow- 
ing reinforcements were brought up 
and a counter attack made, which re- 
covered a large portion of the ground 
lost, but some remains yet to be re- 
taken. You will see that the Germans 
only claim 350 unwounded prisoners, 
and when you compare that with the 
casualty ists, wives will have been 
published before you receive this, you 
will understand how our infantry stood 
up to their work. One battalion went 
in 900 strong, and 350 remained after 
the fight. 

“After our troops retook the ground 
that had been temporarily lost, they 
found at one point the bodies of a big 
sergeant-major of the Mounted Rifles 
and two men of the he 17 Patricias. 
Around them lay the hodies of 12 

mans killed with the bayonet be- 
fore they had been themselves killed.”

DEFECTIVE VISION 
NO LONGER BARRIER 


Glasses May Be Worn and Will 
Be Replaced if 
Broken 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CAMP HUGHES, Man., June 20,— 
Defective vision is no longer regarded 
as an insuperable bar to serving in the 
army, at least as regurds those atl- 
ready on the strength and who have 
had more or lets military training.

Belgium is not an open road to 
London when held by Canadians 
any more than it was an open road 
to Paris when held by Belgians. 

And now one of the minor ques- 
tions of the hour becomes: Which 
of his pictures does General Bru- 


siloff look like? 


Once again, may it be called to 
attention that July 10th is the 
day that is to be made notable by 
the opening of Edmonton’s big 
fair? 


The way to win the war is for 
every one to contribute his ‘‘bit”’ 
in service or substance, under lea- 
dership and direetion of the Gov- 
ernment, and in fulfilment of a 
well-prepared and comprehensive 
plan for national effort. If we in 
Canada are not doing that it must 
be either because we have not had 
the Governmental leadership and 
direction or because we have not 
responded to it. 


The street railway last month 
suffered a slump of four thousand 
dollars in revénue and an increase 
of two thousand dollars in main- 
tainance and operating expenses, 
leaving it with a deficit of six 
thousand dollars larger than that 
of the month before. Whatever 
is to be done, if anything is to be 
done, to cut down expenses in 
keeping with the decreased busi- 
ness cannot be done too soon. 

Whether they mean it or not, the 
talk in London and Paris about an 
Allied offensive on the western 
front is intended to dissuade the 
German commanders from with- 
drawing troops from the West to 
prevent the Russians steam-roller- 
ing the Austrians off the map. As 
the Russians now claim that the 
Austrians are being helped by 
German corps withdrawn from 
France, it may soon be shown whe- 
ther the talk in London and Paris 
is only a bluff or a forecast. 


Carranza’s ultimatum to the 
United States will arouse satis- 


faction in Berlin. Nothing that 
could happen in this hemisphere 
would give much more gratifica- 
tion in that quarter than news 
that the United States would 
have have to use up its munitions 
output in a war with the Mexi- 
cans, And as Berlin has shown 
that it is out to win by any and all 
means, it is not unreasonable to 
suspect that the ultimatum which 
may bring about a war so much to 
its advantage was enther made in 


Berlin or inspired by German 
money. 
President Wilson has clung 


tenaciously to the hope that there 
was a happy medium between in- 
tervening in the affairs of Mexico 
and not intervening; that it 
might be possible to go far 
enough to preserve legitimate in- 
terests of United States citizens 
and the dignity of the country 
without undertaking to extricate 
the Mexicans from the conditions 
and consequences of their own 
mis-government, So far the 
*‘medium’’ has not been notice- 
ably “happy.’’ In fact it has 
been about as unhappy as_ the 
Mexican genius for misbehaving 
could make it; and steadily get- 
ting more so, The course of 
events suggests admiration for a 
man who can hang onto his faith 
in the Mexican capacity for civi- 
lized conduct, rather than any 
lively hope that the faith will be 
vindicated by its ebullient objects.

Both the Republicans’ and the 
Democrats have declared for 
women’s suffrage. All the women 
have to do now is go ahead and ac- 
quire the vote. 


Speakers at the meeting of the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion divided their time between 
discussing the merits of Sir Sam 
Hughes and the need of conserip- 
tion. It is natural that the two 
themes should be associated in that 
way. It is beginning to look as 
though the required half million 
men cannot be got without con- 
scription while the talents of Sir 


Sam direct the Militia Depart- 
ment, 
Having failed to abuse their 


readers into the ranks, some east- 
ern papers are now urging the 
Government to come along and 
help them in what they are pleas- 
ed to eall ‘‘vecruiting effort.”’ 
Making due allowance for the dif- 
ference in. temperament between 
eastern and western people, it 
does look from this point of view 
as though recruiting in the eastern 
provinces tay be suffering from 
too much, rather than too little, 
‘recruiting effort ‘--of the kind. 

Daily assurances that the Allies 
have the enemy hopelessly out- 
matched in artillery continue to be 
rudely disturbed by announce- 
ments that trenches have been lost 
and retaken ‘‘with artillery sup- 
port.’’ ‘Trenches which can be re- 
taken ‘‘with artillery support’’ 
could surely be held with the same 
support—if it was there at the 
time. No doubt the artillery 
support to the British fighting line 
is splendidly adequate—when it is 
there. The trouble 1s that too 
often it is not there when the 
enemy makes an assult on the 
trenches, and then the treiches 
have to be retaken at additional 
cost of life. 


From the way they are failing 
to either fight or get out of the 
way it begins to look as though the 
Austrian forces had had abvut 
enough of ‘‘subjugating’’ the 
Russian bear, and had reached a 
somewhat prevalent conclusion 
that life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness consists in allowing 
themselves to be gathered in by 
that very lively antagonist. The 
alternative is to suppose that they 
are wanting either munitions, 
food, or leadership capable of 
showing them how to fight or tell- 
ing them when and where to run. 
In either event the enormous num- 
bers of them being réunded up by 
the Russians count for more than 


the territory occupied in the ad- 
vanee, How far the R ans 
have got isa minor matter. How 


many of the enemy effectives they 
have retired from the fighting line 
is the thing of prime importance. 


If Sir Sam Hughes had the back- 
ing of the whole Allied war staffs 
in his opinion that the Ypres sali- 
ent is not worth the cost in lives it 
takes to hold it, he should seal his 
lips at a time like this in eompas- 
sion for the thousands of his coun- 
trymen and women who are find- 
ing the names of loved ones in the 
lists of those who have fallen in 
holding that ‘‘bloody  salient.’’ 
But he sets his judgment against 
that of the combined staffs of the 
British and French armies, and in- 
vites his grief-stricken fellow- 
citizens to believe that their loved 
ones went down in defense of a 
position that could have been 
abandoned without military disad- 
vantage. And he adds insult to 
injury by doing this to offset the 
attention that has been called to 
the profiteering exploits of Colonel 
Allison—and even exposes the fact 
that that is why he does it.

Exclamation Point, 

To the Bulletin: What ts the origin 
of the modern exclamation point, can 
you tell me?

Nothing historical has bee» written 
on the origin of the exclamation point. 
Goold Brown in his “Grammar of the 
English Grammars" has this to say: 
The precise origin of the points, it is 
not easy to trace in the depth of antl- 
quity. It appears probable, from an- 
ecient manuscripts and ingeriptions, 
that the period is the oldest of them; 
and it is said by some that the first 
system of pronounciation consisted in 
the different position of this dot alone. 
Fut after the adoption of small letters, 
which improvement is referred to the 
Ninth Century, both the comma and 
the colon came into use, and also the 
Greek note of interrogation. Though 
the colon ts of Greek origin, the prac- 
tice of writing it with two dots we 
owe to the Latin authors, or perhaps 
to the early printers of Latin books, 
The semicolon was first used in Italy 
and was not adopted in England till 
about the year 1600, Our marks for 
questions and exclamations were also 
derived from the same soiree, pro- 
inbly at a date somewhat earlier,

EVANS 
SPEAKS BEFORE 
BOARD TRADE 


Canada Has Genius For Getting 
Lowest Prices—How New 
Route Would Help

The importance of the European 
market, and especially the market in 
the United Kingdom, to the grain 
growers of Western Canada, was the 
point impressed by W. Sanford Evans, 
chairman of the Georgian Bay Canal 
commission, when discussing the value 
of that project as an asset of the Do- 
minion, at the luncheon of the Board 
of Trade in Macdonald Hotel Tuesday 
afternoon. 
that the United Kingdom is now Can- 
ada's dominating market and that the 
way we dump grain on the market in 
the fall breaks the world’s price to our 
disadvantage many cents a bushel, 

Mr. Evans paid special attention to 
the wheat problem, because wheat is 
now the most important of Canada’s 
bulk traffic east bound, and wheat is 
the most important of the several di- 
visions of grain, both in bulk and in 
value, What wheat Canada would 
ship in the future depended, he said, 
ssentially upon her capabilities of pro- 
duction which might be assumed to be 
unlimited. Therefore, market and 
price would prove the most important 
factors, and he asked what market 
was the most important, 

An Asset of Canada, 

Eliminating the Orient as a mar- 
ket consideration if the Georgiun Bay 
Canal were to be considered an asset 
of Canada, he stated that the com- 
mission had confined their investiga- 
tions to the KBuropean market, and 
they had endeavored to ascertain 
what quantities ENurope now was buy- 
ing, how her purchases compared 
each week of the year, and from 
what countries she had imported her 
grain, 


The European Market. 

In nine years, from 1905 to 1913, 
Mr. Evans pointed out, Europe con- 
sumed over’ 86 per cent. of the 
world's surplus of wheatind flour. 
The averuge shipment to Europe dur- 
ing those nine years was 480,000,000 
bushels, and the United Kingdom 
consumed 44 per cent, or nearly half 
of that amount. Her purchases were 
throughout those nine years ‘evenly 
distributed through the year, but 
owing to the fact that Australia, Ar 
gentine, the Balkans and Russia ship- 
ped most heavily during their harvest 
seasons, the demand upon Canada 
a the United States varied consid- 
erably. 

Canada, Mr, Evans continued, mar- 
kets most of her wheat in May ar 
June, Most wheat was in store. .. 
the month of April, having been ac 
cumulating throughout the winter 
months in the terminal elevators, 
No attempt was made to market it 
during the winter, transportation be- 
ing at that period most expensive. 

During the years of 1909 to 1914, 


91 per cent, of the wheat exported 
from North America went to the 
United Kingdom, and over 60 per 


cent. of the flour exported from 
American ports was consigned to the 
same market, The United Kingdom 


; Was therefore absolutely Canada's 
dominating market, The Liverpool 
and Winnipeg prices moved under 


the same influences, and the speaker 
found it most remarkable that the 
peak of Canada's sales and shipments 
consistently coincided with a depres- 
sion in the Liverpool prices, This 
fact he considered conclusive’ evi- 
dence that Canada’s wheat  produc- 
tion was now on ua scale sufficiently 
cost J to influence the world’s market 
price, 

He emphasized the point that 
country sold so large a

of her crop at the lowest prices for 
the year as did Western Canada, 
the lowest price,” he declared. ‘The

Most of the hotel-keepers, however, 
he sald, are readjusting their business 
to suit the: altered “conditiony, and 
there will be improVed accommoda- 
tion in many places, 

Mr. Coone, who has travelled some- 
what extensively through the province 
of late, also reports that merchants 
are expecting a gradual revival of 
business as a result of prohibition, and 
the trade in fruits, soft drinks, chew- 
ing gum, etc., is expected to receive a 
big impetus. 

Prohibition, says Mr. Coone, will 
mean less work for the policemen, “If 
the experience of the city of Regina ts 
duplicated in Alberta," added = Mr, 
Coone, “we will be able to cut our 
police force in two.”

SEES CITY AFTER 
BEING AWAY FOR 
FORTY-SIX YEARS 


John Ross Comes from North to 
Visit Scenes of Boyhood Now 
Transformed 


Fdmonton was practically a terra- 
incognito to John HB. Ross when he 
arrived in the city on Saturday morn- 


ing after an absence of 4@ years dur- 
ing which time he was in the Yukon 
country, and in charge of the Hud- 
son's Bay company’s post at Fort 
Graham, 70 miles northwest of the 
Finlay and Parsnip forks. He has 
gome south to take charge for the 
eompany at Sturgeon lake, 

“Had TE not known the site of the 
old fort south of the parliament build- 
ings | might have been in any part ov 
Western Canada as well as in Eds 
monton,’ sald Mr. Ross, and then he 
added with a tone of regret in his 
voice, “Why did you destroy the old 
fort; it was such a land mark for 
those who had been here in the carly 
days; especially for me, who had 
peeped through the port holes in the 
stockade and had watched the Indians 
coming to do their trading.” 

Born at Fort Vermilion 

Mr. Ross’ grandfather, John Ed- 
ward Harriott, had been in charge of 
the post at Edmonton, and he was in 
what is now the capital of Alberta 
when his parents came on a visit, He 
was born at Fort Vermilion, where 
his father represented the company, 
before he was moved to Red Deer, and 
Was seven years old when he visited 
the old fort on the North Saskatch- 
wan, 

But if he has been out of touch 
with Edmonton he has not lived all 
his life outside the confines of civiliza- 
tion. In 1887 he was in Winnipeg on 
his way to the Yukon where he re- 
mained until about three years ago, 
with a trip to the Chicago exposition 
in 1898 as a variation in the excite- 
ment of gold mining.
